: New York, May 5. — H. H. Rogers 
and John D. Archbold of the Standard| 
Oil. company have issued a public^ 
statement on President Roosevelt's 
message and the repoft of Commis- 
sioner Garfield. They say: 


"It may be stated at the outset 


that the Standard Oil company has at 
all times, within the limits of fairness 
and with due regard for the law. 
sought to secure the most advan- 
tageous freight rates and routes possi- 
bje.^v There will be no denial of this 
fact on our part. The question is 
whether we have at any point violated 
theylaw or -any of the. proprieties. 
The present inquiry grew out of a 
resolution adopted by congress a year 
.ago, on motion of Mr.. Campbell of 
Kansas, instructing the secretary of 
•commerce and labor to investigate the 
oil business as carried on in this coun- 
try. We welcomed the investigation. 
When Commissioner Garfield in the 
discharge of his duties visited 'our of- 
fice he and his experts were given 
:free access-to our books and the full- 
•e*t opportunity to ascertain the man- 
ner in which our business was con- 
ducted. Frank disclosures of all our

to pass around and make the trip in 
safety. Number 21, the St. Louis and 
Chicago express, was'"the next train 
to be sent westbound over,the branch.. 
It collided with number 18, the Chi- 
cago mail, going in an opposite direc- 
tion, on a single track, near Clover 
Creek Junction. 
Both locomotives 


were wrecked. Six cars on number 
18—five mail cars and a coach—we're 
caught in the smashup. The dead and 
injured were passengers in the coach. 


Number 21 was sent out of Altoona 


reversed, that is, the coach was run 
next to .the locomotive. This was 
done in order to avoid long detention 
that would have been occasioned by 
shifting the train. The train was sent 
east as far as Elizabeth Furnace, on 
the main line, when the locomotive 
was shifted and the trip over the cut- 
off started.
